"Liquidating" Welfare Work 


Iron Age, a trade paper of the steel industry, has an edi- 


|JL torial on what it calls the "liquidation of welfare work in 
industry." This is efficiency expert patter for the fact that in- 
dustry has decided that it has been overdoing playgrounds, hos- 
pitals, teeth inspection, athletics, garden plots, group insurance, 
clubrooms. night schools, and the like for its employes. 


During and immediately after the war labor was scarce 


and work plentiful, and employers not only bid up wages in 
competition, but began to throw in a variety of grab-bag prizes 
until the pay envelope contained a free doctor, nurse, teacher, 
dietician, baseball coach, or thrift adviser. The bill was for- 
midable, but if the welfare workers didn't get it the government 
excess tax collectors would. 


Some workers were cynical enough to complain that if the 


company had so much money to spend they would prefer to 
collect it in the form of cash, but the orgy of improvement went 
on until economic laws began to operate. Now, labor being 
plentiful once more, work not so much so, and Avar profits only 
a beautiful memory, slag, presumably, is being dumped on the 
playgrounds and clubhouses written off the inventory. 


What began as a sober competition for hands, if not an al- 


truistic interest in the workers' welfare, the Iron Age recites, 
developed into a schoolboy rivalry among manufacturers, once 
-the sporting instinct began to ferment. All the evils of pro- 
fessionalism in college athletics lifted their horrid head in the 
polling mill. 


A baseball, basketball, or football team, or a band would 


be formed among the actual employes. As competition grew 
keen between rival works or depaiiments superintendents be- 
gan to strengthen their teams with "money players," giving 
rhem sinecure jobs in the plant something after the fashion of 
the small town where every barber and printer used to be ex- 
pected to double in brass on Saturday nights and national holi- 
days. 


Fortunately, perhaps, for the morale of industry the situa- 


tion seems to be relieving itself in the ordinary course of supply 
and demand. Possibly if it were made as hard for a merely 
athletic college "student" to stay in college as it now is for a 
wage-earner to hold down a job in a steel mill solely on his 
abilities as a first baseman professionalism in the athletics of 
the higher education would cure istdf also, 


Government By Special Interests 


[AN selfishness is at the bottom of most of our ills. Men 


are suspicious of others because they themselves are not 


to be trusted and they know it. We refuse to take the word of 
others because we know our own word is not always to be de- 
pended upon. 


The common good has slight appeal with the vast majority 


of us. It takes some special appeal,, something to arouse the 
tver present spark of selfishness, to get prompt action. It is 
for this reason that the things which would benefit us as a peo- 
ple are always sidetracked while the designs of selfish special 
interests are generally put over. 


DrfFrank Crane says that one of the dangers of democ- 


cracy is "government by special interests." He says that de- 
mocracy, "like all living things, fares." forward on its dim and 
perilous way, menaced by infinite dangers," and that the "con- 
tinuous miracle is the persistence of life. There are a thousand 
fteasbns wliv everything that is alive should have died long 
ago/' 


Of government, or attempted government by minorities 


he says: "Doubtless democracy will win past every peril 
eventually, bu^that should not make us shut our eyes to the 
things that threaten it. And one of the chief minatory ele- 
ments in the situation is the influence exerted upon government 
by compact minorities." 


Of present day perils he says: "That is the dark feature of 


the new tariff bill. Many citizens of the United States are 
honestly in favor of some sort of tariff. But it is the way this 
tariff was made that is alarming. 


"When the tariff on wool is advocated by men who are 


themselves owners of great flocks, and the tariff on sugar by 
those heavily interested in beet sugar, and so on. we see a gov- 
ernment moulded not for the public good but for private ad- 
vantage. The bonus may or may not be a good thing, but what 
ie a bad'thing is to see the men that will directly profit from the 
> 


bonus organizing together to cajole and threaten congress. 
' 


"In the government's relation toward industry, one special 


jrroup interested in capital and investments maintains a vigor-1 
ous lobby, and another special group composed of labor leaders 
is liberal in threatening gestures. 


"And then we have an incipient effort to solidify the wo- 


man rote, the wet vote, the Negro vote, the German vote, and 
probably in time we shall have the red-haired vote and the 
hunch-back vote. 


"Government by party lends itself easily to the power ex- 


erted by these special groups. A party is essentially an organ-' 
izatidn "whose end and aim is to get office. 
Its meat and drink 


are spoils. 
"Men who are elected consider themselves to be under ob- 


ligations to their party first, and to the nation after. 


"The pity of all this is that it is characteristically Ameri- 


can. 
"We take it all as a matter of course, and we pooh-pooh 


and pish-tush any one that suggests lhat we can run a govern- 
ment on any other principle but that of graft. 
< 


"In the new course of study for evening elementary schools 


we notice in the syllabus of history a subject entitled "The 
American Party System of Government." 


"Our constitution doe? not provide for a party system of 


government, and never contemplated any such system. A 
T)emocrat or a Republican ha? no place in the halls of congress, 
tvhich if <5i*r»po?ed to be for the representative'; of the people. 


"We have onJy to carry the party politics and private inter- 


c=£s ideas * little further and we will jrci into the condition of 
those South American republic? which are frankly controlled 
by poh^ifd1 cliques whose openly declared purpose 15 plunder."
